An inexpensive shelter can be erect- 
ed by using a few uprights with a roof- 
ing of lap lumber, rubberoid or even 
straw In many places there are 
plenty of trees to supply uprights 
The back and two ends can be finish 
ed in rough lumber or, lacking this, 
in'woven wire packed with straw. The ’ 
shed should be deep and low enough 
to prevent drifting In through the en- 
trance on the implements, and should 
front in a sheltered place or away 
from the prevailing drifts. A litle 
seasonable paint on the woodwork and 
even on the metal of the machinery 
saves its value many times over, 
while a touch of oil or grease upon the 
knives and friction portions is like the 
stitch in time that saves the nine,

good running order, bolts and chain

Dutch Farmers May :

Government Scheme to Assist Experi- 
enced Men to Emigrate 
Ottawa.—An influx of experienced 
agriculturists from Holland to Canada 
is likely, according to Baron J. C. C.

The future of poison gas is being 
discussed by the International Law 
Association of Buenos Ayres. Jur- 
ists from England, France, Germany, 
the United States, Russia, Japan, Aus- 
tria, Czecho-Slovakia and most of the 
smaller nations, including the South 
American republics, are present.

the 1870 war with the object of giving 
coherence and publicity to the prob- 
lems of international law. Since its 
foundation there have been thirty 
conferences, the last being held at 
The Ilague in 1921 and carrying out 
some admirable work over maritime 
law. The present conference is 
mainly dealing with the limitation of 
the manufacture of poison gases dur- 
ing peace and the restriction of their 
use in war, and {it will urge the setting 
up of a permanent International Crim» 
inal Court to enforce the rules accept- 
ed. Practical and not merely Utop- 
fan interest attaches to this inquiry 
for two reasons. First, every increase 
in our knowledge of the possibilities 
of international law-and the ways it 
may be made effective is an added 
strength to the League of Nations. 
Secondly, the terrible progress In the 
efficiency of polson gases (kept up 
with each year of peace) shows that 
in the next war they will be of catas- 
tropic potency. Aircraft will render 
them mobile, and they may, if they 
are not festricted, utterly wipe out 
the civil populations of bélligerents. 
This South American conference will, 
therefore, be watched anxiously and 
not without hope—Regina Leader.

Securing a Patent in Canada 


192 


Useful Advice Is Given For Benefit of 
Intending Applicants 


Applications for patents in Canada 
should be addressed to the Commis- 
sioner of Patents, Ottawa, Ont. The 
term for duration of a patent is limit- 
ed to elghteen years. The fee for a 
patent for the full term of eighteen 
years 1s thirty-five dollars, of which 
fifteen dollars is payable on filing the 
application and twenty dollars on the 
grant of the patent. Any Intending 
applicant for a patent who has not yet 
finished his invention, and is in fear 
of being despoiled of his idea, may 
file in the Patent Office a description 
of his invention so far, with or with- 
out plans, when the Commissioner, on 
payment of a fee of $5, causes the 
document, which {fs called a caveat, to 
be preserved In secrecy; but the se- 
ecrecy of the document ceases when 
the applicant obtains a patent for his 
invention.

Rate of Three Gallon Cans Allowed to 
Alberta Dairymen 

Favoring the establishment of an 
express rate on three gallon cans of 
cream that would be lower than the 
rate on five gallon cans, the Board of 
Railway Commissioners for Canada al- 
lowed the representatives of the Al- 
berta Dairymen’s Association and the 
express companies one month’s time 
in which to arrive at some suitable 
arrangements. Failing to reach a 
satisfactory agreement, the Railway 
Commission will form a tariff, 

The Alberta Dairymen’s Association 
was represented by A. Chard, traffic 
superintendent of the Provinclal Goy- 
ernment, who, in giving his evidence, 
stated that owing tg the recent legis- 
lation passed by the Provincial Gov- 
ernment it was essential to establish 
a rate on three gallon cans of cream 
if the smaller producers, of cream 
were not to be penalized, | 

Application the Alberta Fish 
Company, Limited, for a reduction in 
the express rate on fish from Ed- 
monton and points north to the 
same rate as for fish shipped from 
Vancouver, was made to the com- 
mission, but» the chairman reserved 
judgment until he had _ conferred 
with the other members of the board. 
W. 5S. Campbell, who represented 
the Alberta Fish Company, stated that 
the-charges for shipping fish from Ed- 
monton and points north to Chicago 
was 25 per cent. higher than for fish 
shipped from the coast, although the 
distance from the coast was from’ 600 
to 800 miles farther.

Ld. George Explains 
The British Aims 


Declaring that the closing of the 
Dardanelles by Turkey in 1916 prolong- 
ed the war by two years and broke the 
power of the allied blows in theBalk- 
ans by isolating Rumania, 


and ex- 
pressing determination that no matter 
what happened such a state of affairs 
should never occur again, Premier 
Lloyd George on Saturday gave a com- 
prehensive statement of British policy 
to press correspondents 

The premier denied emphatically 
that Britain was pro-Greek, He said 
that a few weeks ago the Greeks de- 
sired to cross the neutral zone and the 
proclamation issued against them 
by Sit Charles Harrington was iden- 
tical with that sent Mustapha Pasha, 
after the Greek defeat 

Lloyd George declured that in Brit- 
sin’s estimation, the peace of Europe 
would have been fearfully endangered 
had the blood-thirsty Turkish army 
been alowed to overrun Thrace im- 
mediately after their victory over the 
Greeks, Britain, he said, was not 
coucerned with what happened at the 
forthcoming peace conference, saving 
only that the freedom of the Straits 
must be ensured

Lumbering in British Columbia 


The eatest industry Ay British 
Columbia is lumber. thou- 
sands of men are entployed hth hand- 
ling it, from the adventurous pros- 


pector who sets out for parts un- 
known and unexplored to look for 
fresh and profitable timber-licenses, 
down to the expert polisher who fin- 
ishes off the beautifully veined panel 
of Douglas Fir at the factory. 

It is estimated that there are 400 
billion feet of merchantable timber 
in the Province, more than half the 
forest wealth of Canada, and experts 
say that over five times the amount 
at present cut every year could be 
used without encroaching too much 
on the timber resources of the Pro- 
vince. 

The value of forest products for 
1919 was $70,285,094, but this was 
largely owing My the high prices pre- 
vailing for all lumber, wood-pulp, 
etc., due to a world shortage and a 
great demand. 

The Douglas Fir is the most fam- 
ous of al! British Columbia’s trees 
paste | to a height of 250 ft. ind 

and 9 ft. in diameter. It is used 
for house construction, boat-build- 
ing, mine props, poles, railway ties, 
bridge and trestle timbers and many 


other things. 

Then there is the Red Cedar, 
famed all over the world for the 
shingles it produces, doors, frames 
and finely dressed panelling for lin- 


ing living-rooms; the Sitka Spruce 


fur aeroplanes, and Western Hem- 
lock for box-manufacturing and 
pulpwood. 


Vancouver is a city of saw-mills; 
there is a fringe of them lining the 
creeks and inlets of the coast around 
the city and one seldom looks out 
to sea without watching some little 
tug towing a huge boom of logs be- 
hind it that have come perhaps from 
some camp mpndrede of miles away
